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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being unpatentable by 
Wilder (5,408,417). 

Re claim 1 and 7, Wilder discloses a ticketing POS terminal comprising a 
ticket printer for printing and issuing a plurality of kinds of tickets and a customer 
display section equipped with an input touch panel, the customer display section 
displaying, on said input touch panel, a list of the tickets to be issued by the ticket 
printer (See e.g. col. 2, lines 65-68), the ticket printer printing and issuing a 
desired ticket (s)(See e.g. col. 15, lines 3-10) selected by a customer when the 
customer selectively touches a part of the list where the desired ticket is 
displayed on said input touch panel, the customer display section further 
displaying, on said input touch panel, a content and a price of the ticket /each of 
the tickets selected by the customer and a total ticket purchase price (See e.g. 
col. 8, lines 5-14). 
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Re claims 2, 5, 8 and 11, Wilder discloses a ticketing POS terminal, 
wherein the customer display section further displays, on said input touch panel,

a guidance message for the customer (See e.g. col. 9, lines 33-34). 

Re claims 3 and 9, Wilder discloses a ticketing POS terminal comprising a 
ticket printer for printing and issuing a plurality of kinds of tickets and a customer 
display section equipped with an input touch panel, the customer display section 
displaying, on said input touch panel, a purchase enter key (See e.g. col. 10, 
lines 7-14) and a list of the tickets to be issued by the ticket printer (See e.g. col. 
2, lines 65-68), the ticket printer printing and issuing a desired ticket /tickets 
selected by a customer when the customer selectively touches a part of the list 
where the desired ticket/tickets is/are displayed on said input touch panel and 
subsequently when the customer touches the purchase enter key, the customer 
display section further displaying, on said input touch panel, a content and a 
price of the ticket / each of the tickets selected by the customer and a total ticket 
(s) purchase price (See e.g. col. 8, lines 5-14). 

Re claims 4 and 10, Wilder discloses a ticketing POS terminal, wherein 
the customer display section further displays, on said input touch panel, a 
purchase cancel key so that, when the purchase cancel key is touched before 
the purchase enter key is touched, purchase of the ticket selected by the 
customer is cancelled (See e.g. col. 11, lines 39-41). 
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Re claims 6 and 12, Wilder discloses a ticketing POS terminal, wherein 
the customer display section displays a message "PLEASE SELECT A TICKET" 
as the guidance message (See e.g. fig. 7- "Select Event").
